Father Wilbur Would Not Have 
Theory Taught ‘‘As Cer- 
tainly or Probably True.”

The Rev. Russell: J. Wilbur of 
St. Cronan’s ‘Catholic Church, 
known as an advanced thinker on 
sociological and civic topics, de- 
clared in a luncheon talk yester- 
day that any local school beard, 
or any State, would be justified 
in forbidding evolution to _ be 
taught “as certainly or probably 
rtrue.”’ 

Father Wilbur, speaking before 
the Cosmopolitan Club at the 
American Annex Hotely said he 
did not approve of the wording’ 
of a part of the Tennessea statute, 
and that he thought it a mistake 
to refer, in the statute, to the Bible 
account of man’s creation. 

“That has the appearance of 
establishing a kind of Biblicism as| 
a state reNgion,” he said, “and| 
while it is more apparent than) 
real, the appearance should be 
avoided. The law should omit 
mention of the Bible, and should 
forbid the teaching, to children, 
that man is descended from the 
lower animals.

Counselor 
Senti pointed out that there is a 
special act which should prevail, 
in the Revised Statutes of 1899, 
exempting the St. Louls Sheriff 
from such duties of a county sheri’f 


as are inconsistent with provisions | 


of the scheme of separation end 
Charter of 1876. 

The present charter empowers 
the city to establish detentive and 
penal institutions, and under this 
authority ordinances were passed 
providing for the office of jai'er, 
the Counselor pointed out. Even 
ff these ordinances had not been 
passed, the Counselor declared, con- 
trol of the jail by the Sheriff would 
be inconsistent with another chaf- 
ter provision for a corrective di- 
vision of the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare, to operate detentive 
and penal institutions.

Lieut. S. -P. Cox of the Federal 
Army was the man whose bullet 
was supposed to have been the one 
that finished the career of Bloody 
Bill Anderson, who fell in a run- 
ning fight with soldiers in Ray 
County, Mo.; in the autumn 
1864. Jesse James, at that time, 
was a member of the guerilla forte 
commanded by Anderson.

GREAT EDUCATIONAL 
MOVEMENT IN CHINA 


Dr. Arthur Bostwick Tells of 
Campaign to Reduce Lan- 
guage Characters to 1000. 


No more impressive: fact was 
found in his recent tour of China 
by Dr. Arthur E. Bostwick, S51. 
Louis Public Librarian, than the 
antiquity and solidity of Chinese 


; |families, he told the City Club at 


luncheon yesterday. His tour was 
in- behalf of the American Library 
Association. 

For thousands of years, the 
speaker recounted, Chinese fami- 
lies have gone on in their accus- 
tomed way, while Occidental his- 
tory was only in the making. “They 
have authentic pedigrees,” he said, 
“which ake the Kings of Europe 
look like 30 cents. The family of 


~+Confucius, in its seventy-ninth gen- 


eration, still is honored.”’ 

Chinese families are great «de- 
mocracies, Dr. Bostwick dcelared, 
yet the nation is not one because it 
lacks the cement ro tie the lesser 
units together into a huge block 
of concrete. Now the nationalisiic 
feeling inspired by resentment of 
foreign fomination may eventually 
become that cement, in this ob- 
server's view. 

‘The recent riots were very triv- 
ial happenings, compared with thls 
great awakening of national ‘eel- 
ing,” he said. ‘Those riots don't 
compare with what we had at fHer- 
rin. 

“Cultural progress in China re- 
ally is very remarkable. You would 
have your eyes opened if you could 
see the educational institutions 
there now, where a few years azo 
they didn’t have any. And, too, 
they had to change their precon-. 
ceived notion of what education 
was. 

“The Chinese language in mono- 
syllabic, written in ideographs, with 
tens of thousands of characters. 
That is one reason why the percen- 
tage of literacy has been small. 
Reading and writing have been 
enough to constitute a@ man a 
scholar. There is at present spread- 
ing across China like wildfire the 
Mass Education Movement, which 
has selected 1000 characters, 
thought to be enough to write the 
language. I know a boy 5 years 
old who has learned those 1000, 
characters. 

“Everybody in China can 
the Chinese characters, but they 
don't call the characters by ‘the 
name in different sections.

Where Feudal Castles Flank the Danube 


the Middle Ages and even of 


GREAT deal of the history of 
the ,.past few centuries, cen- 


| ters about the old feudal castles of 
the Danube. 


There we can read 
the history. in the ruins, of the 
Robber Barons, of famous prison- 
ers and sensational rescues, and 


there, probably, we could read the 
| story of the tragic end of many 
famous characters of history. 


The Castle of Aggstein, for ex- 
Ample, was at one time the home 
of a band of famous robbers. Sit- 
uated high on the peak of a moun- 
tain overlooking the Danube, the 
gentlemen highwaymen could 
easily observe the comings and go- 
ings along the river and along the 
road. When they saw anybody pa- 
proaching, they would casually 
come down from their lofty home 


, and relieve thé passers-by of -any 


valuables they mipht possess. They 
were even known to stretch a ca- 
ble across the river to prevent the 
passing of any vessels. 

Down below the castle, on the 
river side, is a tiny platform of 
rock, decorated with a single tree. 
The robber knights would show 
their unwilling guests the view of 
this “rosegarden”’ as they called it 
and gently insinuate that unless all 
valuables were immediately turned 
over, the pleasant visit would be 
terminated by a headlong leap into 
the garden. 


Weissenkirchen is another spot 
replete with memories of bygone 
ages. . There one finds the Teisen- 
hofer hof, where tournaments were 
he'd in medieval days. It is a 
quadrangle of old buildings, with 
embrasures that are deeply arched. 

Duernstein Castle with its gray 
walls and crumbling towers has a 
story that is perhaps more roman- 
tic than any of the others. For 
there, the much sung and popular 
Richard Coeur de Lion was once 
held captive by the Duke of Aus- 
tria. During the Third Crusade in 
1189-1192, Richard of England, 
having quarreled with several of 
the other European monarchs, at- 
tempted to cross the Continent in 
disguise and so reach the Holy 
Land. He was recognized near 
Vienna and sent to Duernstem., 

His faithful«follower and min- 
strel Blondel, wandering about Eu- 
rope in search of his master, hap- 
pened to reach the castle and, 
singing the King’s favorite song 
before the castle, heard the an- 
swering voice. Knowing that Rich- 
ard was imprisoned there, he final- 
ly succeeded in effecting a rescue. 

All of these historic castles are 
now falling into ruins but they are 
still the mecca of artists'and tour- 
ists who are interested in romantic 
atmosphere. For there is probably 
no place in the world that has so 
many stories attached to it as this 
valley of the Danube.
